ADVANTAGES 
OF ETV CITED 
TO SCHOOLMEN 


The educational television sta­ 
tion that will go on the air at 
Hershey in September will offer 
schools in the area a “powerful 
new tool” for the improvement of 
classroom 
instruction, 
Lloyd 
Kaiser, general manager for the 
station, told the Adams County 
Schoolmen’s Association at a post­ 
poned meeting Wednesday evening 
in the Student Union Building at 
the college. 
He emphasized, however, that 
it will present not only school 
programs but programs “for all 
the community” on evenings and 
weekends. He said in-service train­ 
ing programs will also be offered 
teachers with college credits. 
Kaiser said the Hershey station, 
which will broadcast on UHF 
Channel 81 wiH be linked with a 
state network of ETV stations 
and will be able to broadcast pro­ 
grams originating in Pittsburgh, 
Philadelphia, New York, Boston 
and later from Penn State Uni­ 
versity. 
ASK TBAGHBR IVALUATIONS 
Many of the programs produced 
for original use in the nine-county 
area to be served by the Hershey 
station will be put on video tape 
for later use and many high school 
programs will be repeated several 
times weekly so that they will fit 
into most high school schedules 
He said teachers in participat­ 
ing schools 
will get 
advance 
schedules and study guides so 
they can prepare for the broad­ 
casts. Postbroedoost evaluations 
by teachers will be used to decide 
whether programs will be dropped, 
repeated or revised, he said. 
Asked about plans for summer 
operation, he said it will depend 
upK the budget and Ute wkhto ct 
the people served. 
“If educational TV offers the 
best tool to accomplish particular 
goals in the cteflrMns- it should 
be used,” Kaiser said. He spoke 
of the opportunities for program 
enrichment, motivation, present- 
tog the unusual and upte-the min­ 
ute material tbroutfi ETV. “It is 
filling a very important slot in the 
educational system today,” he 
said as he reported ETV suc­ 
cesses at Rochester where be was 
a program director. 
He assured the schoolmen that 
the state has promised goad re­ 
ception and, whats necessary, 
translators will ba eroded to as­ 
sure a good signal.

DEMAND LODGE

WASHINGTON (AP) — Many 
Republicans on Capitol Hill say 
Henry Cabot Lodge ought to 
come home and campaign or 
else declare himself out of the 
GOP presidential race. 
This was the predominant 
view of Republican senators as 
they appraised the ambassa­ 
dor’s upset victory in Tuesday’s 
New 
Hampshire 
presidential 
preference primary. 
Lodge, who has said he is not 
a candidate because of foreign 
service regulations, won the 
New Hampshire preference on 
a write-in campaign while he 
was at his post in South Viet 
Nam. 
ISSUE CHALLENGE 
Sen. Barry Coldwater of Ari 
zona and New York Gov. Nelson 
A. Rockefeller, who stumped 
New Hampshire hard and fin 
ished second and third to Lodge, 
have challenged him to return 
and fight for the nomination. 
Sen. Margaret Chase Smith of 
Maine, who finished a distant 
fifth, wondered out loud how 
long Lodge could "remain a 
member of the Johnson admin­ 
istration and also remain as 
President Johnson's most likely 
Republican opponent for the 
presidency." 
Sen. Carl T. Curtis, R-Neb., 
one of Gold water’s campaign 
advisers, said, "Lodge should 
declare 
himself. 
He 
either 
should say he is not a candidate 
or resign his ambassadorship 
and come back and debate the 
issues." 
"PISH, CUT BAIT' 
Sen. George D. Aiken, R-Vt., 
a supporter of Mrs. Smith, said 
he figured the New Hampshire 
results place Lodge in a position 
where "he has got to fish or cut 
bait, before very long. A man 
can’t support the administration 
and be running against it at the 
same time." 
Sen. Leverett Saltonstall, R- 
Mass., voiced a belief that 
Lodge will stay at his critical 
post, in Saigon "as long as he 
feels he can do the job and the 
President wants him to re­ 
main." 
Saltonstall made clear he will 
support Lodge if he becomes a 
candidate and expressed belief 
that a Lodge candidacy would 
be backed strongly by the Mas­ 
sachusetts delegation. 
Sen. Bourke B. Hickenlooper, 
R-Iowa, chairman of the Senate

committee 
and an avowed neutral at this 
point, said, "I would think that 
very soon Lodge will have to 
completely disassociate himself 
from any ambitions along this 
line, or declare that be does 
have these ambitions."

SAIGON, Viet Nam (AP) — 
Efforts to patch the growing 
gulf between Cambodia and the 
Western world have hit one dis­ 
astrous 
snag 
after 
another. 
There seems little hope that the 
latest crisis can be overcome. 
Prince 
Norodom 
Sihanouk, 
the erratic ruler of Cambodia, 
has sent official apologies for 
the sacking of the American 
and B r i t i s h embassies in 
Phnom Penh Wednesday. But 
he added that he sympathized 
with the crowds for their “ an­ 
ger with the imperialists.” 
PLANNED RIOT 
Reports from Phnom Penh 
showed 
the 
riot 
was 
well 
planned. 
The reasons for calling the 
riot are not clear. 
Perhaps Sihanouk meant it 
to coincide with U.S. Defense 
Secretary 
Robert 
S. 
McNa­ 
mara’s trip to Saigon. Perhaps 
it was to protest several recent 
incidents in which South Viet­ 
namese troops fought Viet Cong 
guerrillas on the Cambodian 
frontier. 
Reliable 
sources 
in 
Saigon have reported that Viet­ 
namese air force planes chased 
Viet Cong unit across the 
border last week, heavily straf­ 
ing the guerrillas. 
DIRECT SUPPLY ROUTE 
Cambodia is the geographic 
keystone of the Indochina pen­ 
insula, a supply route from 
North Viet Nam and Laos to 
the Communist 
guerrillas in 
South Viet Nam, a potential cor­ 
ridor for similar infiltration in­ 
to Thailand. If Sihanouk invited 
Communist Chinese forces in, 
they would split the peninsula 
down the middle. 
Because of this, American pol­ 
icy has aimed at keeping Cam­ 
bodia neutral. 
NO LONGER NEUTRAL 
Little doubt remains that the 
rich little country can no long­ 
er be classified as neutralist. 
Sihanouk has said repeatedly 
he thinks American influence in 
Asia is waning rapidly and is 
doomed to defeat. Communist 
China represents the “ wave of 
the future," he save. 
The 
Communist 
bloc 
de­ 
nounced Ngo Dinh Diem, the 
late president of South Viet 
Nam as the “ lackey of the im­ 
perialist Americans.” Sihanouk 
called Diem “ a dictator who 
will not be satisfied until he 
has gobbled up Cambodia.” 
A few days after Diem was 
killed, Sihanouk announced that 
he was through with American 
economic and military aid. 
Sihanouk 
repeatedly 
chal­ 
lenged Washington to break re­ 
lations, but the United States 
refused to take the bait.

As a matter of fact, the Har­ 
vest Moon hasn’t been essential 
for about IOO years—since a 
home-made Confederate mine 
sank it near Georgetown, S.C. 
Somehow, the Navy never got 
around to ending its legal own­ 
ership of the flagship until div­ 
ers re-discovered the hulk under 
a covering of mud last year and 
a group requested permission to 
salvage relics of the wreck for 
historical purposes.

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W anted In O rbit: Celestial Traffic Cop

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
traffic in space is getting so 
heavy it almost calls for a ce­ 
lestial traffic cop. 
In fact, ifs a wonder Santa 
Claus and his reindeer can nav­ 
igate through it at Christmas­ 
time — to say nothing of the 
hroom-riding witches on Hal­ 
loween. 
A heavenly highway sweeper 
might also be in order because 
a lot of the traffic actually con­ 
sists of man • made celestial 
Junk — and mighty expensive 
Junk at that. 
There are more than 400 “ob­ 
jects” orbiting in space at the 
present time — ranging from 
full-fledged satellites to the used- 
up carcasses of rockets and to 
small pieces of metal separated 
from the original 
spacecraft 
either by accident or design. 
17 SATELLITES 
Of all the orbiting objects, on­ 
ly 87 are satellites — including 
78 American models, one Ca­ 
nadian. one U.S.-Britain and 
nine Russian entries. Thirty- 
eight of the American space­ 
craft are military types whose 
specific missions are mostly 
hush-hush. 
Of the American, British and 
Canadian models, only 22 are 
still sending scientific informa­ 
tion to earth by radio, although 
all the others served science 
well before their communica­ 
tions systems ran out of gas. 
How many of the Russian 
numbers are still carrying on 
radio chatter has NOT been dis­ 
closed by either the Russians 
or by the Americans. The lat­ 
ter presumably are using radio 
pickups or other electronic aids 
to keep tabs on the Soviet en­ 
tries. 
m OBJECTS DECAY 
In addition to the beeping and 
nonbeeping satellites -- and the 
assorted space Junk — still in 
orbit, more than 300 objects 
which once orbited have re-en­ 
tered the earth's atmosphere 
and “decayed” in the period 
between 1857 and the end of last 
year. 
These decayed objects include 
88 American satellites and 46 
Russian models. 
Spacecraft 
in 
orbit 
range 
from some whizzing around only 
a few hundred miles above the 
earth to a few that are in orbit 
around the sun — like Russia’s 
Lunik I, and America’s Mariner 
n which did the first snooping 
on Venus. 
MEASURE RADIATION 
The spacecraft have varied 
missions ranging from serving 
as weather eyes to providing 
television and telephone links 
between various parts of the 
world. They’re also measuring 


radiation and other potential well as rocket bodies and most 
hazards to manned spaceflight 
For strictly scientific catalog­ 
uing. all the satellites — as

WASHINGTON (AP) - New 
Hampshire voters must have 
been more concerned about per­ 
sonality than issues when they 
gave Henry Cabot Lodge victory 
in their Republican presidential 
primary this week. 
For this to be the deciding 
factor in one state might not 
mean much. 
But it may turn out to be a 
dominant point in the attitude 
of voters in both parties around 
the country up to and through 
the November elections unless 
there is some crisis before then. 
ISSUES SLURRED 
Issues in American society 
have become blurred because so 
many politicians in both parties 
see eye-to-eye. They have a 
time trying to show a difference 
and they are not very convinc­ 
ing. 
In New Hampshire people 
didn't have much to go on in 
picking 
Lodge 
except 
their 
memory of a tall, pleasant, 
good-looking, rather noncontro­ 
versial New Englander who has 
held highly important Jobs un­ 
der both parties. 
As ambassador to South Viet 
Nam he didn't campaign, saki 
he wasn't a candidate, didn* 
get closer to New Hampshire 
than Saigon, and didn't have his 
name on the ballot. The voters 
conveniently wrote it in for him 
REJECTION OF THREE 
This was a rejection of the 
three Republicans who talked 
most about current problems: 
Sen. Barry Coldwater of Arizo­ 
na, New York's Gov. Nelson A. 
Rockefeller and former Vice 
President Richard M. Nixon. 
Nixon, who says he isn’t 
candidate but certainly sounds 
Uke one, stayed out of New 
Hampshire. 
Coldwater 
and 
RockefeUer, acknowledged can 
didates, talked their way around 
the state for weeks. 
Coldwater 
and 
Rockefeller 
didn't attempt thorough discus 
sions of anything. This may 
have hurt. They approached 
events in sudden bursts, and 
pretty hackneyed ones, too, ex 
cept for some hair-raisers by 
the Arizonan. 
VIEWS NOT KNOWN 
For example: on making So 
dal 
Security 
voluntary 
and 
sending Marines into Cuba to 
turn on Fidel Castro’s water. 
While 
Rockefeller's divorce 
and remarriage and Goldwa 
ter’s shooting from the hip may 
have cost them votes, the re­ 
sults show voters rejected them 
for the image of far-off Lodge 
Image is a good word here. 
It can hardly be claimed the 
voters in New Hampshire or 
anywhere else remember much, 
if anything, about Lodge’s views 


whizzing around aloft since Feb­ 
ruary I, 1958.

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EXPECT OK ON 
FEDERAL PAY 
INCREASE RILL

WASHINGTON (AP^Strong 
support from House leaders has 
greatly improved chancea for 
passage of a federal pay in 
crease bill that includes big 
boosts for members of Con­ 
gress. 
Before a final vote comes to­ 
day, however, a move may be 
made to trim from $10,000-1- 
year to $7,500 the increases that 
would go to members of Con 
gress and other high-paid gov 
eminent officials. A total of 1.7 
million federal employes would 
benefit under the bill, with the 
average mailman and govern­ 
ment secretary getting a $450- 
a-year raise. 
The House spent Wednesday 
debating the issue of whether it 
deserved an increase after go­ 
ing nine years without one, and 
heard a resounding "yes" from 
Democratic leader Carl Albert 
of Oklahoma and assistant Dem­ 
ocratic leader Hale Boggs of 
Louisiana. 
"DISAGREEABLE TAW" 
It also heard some equally 
rousing "no’s" and demands 
that the House stand up and be 
counted on a roll call vote in­ 
stead of trying to pass the bill 
by a nonrecord voice vote. 
The members, who needed 
no such reminders, were told 
repeatedly by the bill’s sup­ 
porters that they faced "a hard 
and disagreeable task" in vot­ 
ing to raise their own $22,500-a- 
year salaries. 
Albert told them the duty to 
set federal salaries was put 
upon them by the Constitution 
and could not be evaded. Hold­ 
ing down congressional pay, Al­ 
bert said, would depress all 
salaries, since they are fixed by 
tradition in rigid relationships. 
"WE'RI IMPORTANT" 
Rep. Morris K. Udall, D* 
Aril., a chief sponsor of the bill, 
told his colleagues "we are im­ 
portant people." He said he is 
tired of having Congress down­ 
grade itself and praised the bill 
as "the first effort in history to 
bring order into the federal sal­ 
ary scale." 
Many Republicans, however, 
said Congress could not in good 
conscience vote itself a big in­ 
crease just after cutting taxes 
and uYging frugality ta govern­ 
ment spending.

One 
would exempt men and women 
over 65 years of age from the 
state’s head ta* if their income 
is lower than $3,500 a year. The 
other would give special prefer­ 
ence to aisabled veterans in ap­ 
pointments to public positions.

The reports persisted although 
Kennedy had issued a statement 
last week saying he wished to 
discourage any efforts on his 
behalf in New Hampshire or 
elsewhere. 
Fears had been voiced that 
Johnson would feel nettled if 
Kennedy 
got more write-ins 
than Johnson did. As it turned 
out, Johnson polled 29,635, Ken­ 
nedy 25,861 in the complete, un 
official count. But the feud talk 
persisted. 
The White House has insisted 
that the schism is a creation of 
newspaper columnists. A close 
Johnson associate of long stand 
big said he had "never even 
heard of this feud, except in the 
newspapers. They’re putting 2 
and 2 together and getting 20. 
I think the Republicans are pro­ 
moting it to embarrass us." 
White House press secretary 
Pierre Salinger scoffed at re­ 
ports the two men aren’t on 
speaking terms.

Biologists Set Experiment 
With All-Female Lizards 


By F T I PH IN M. AUO 


BOULDER, Colo. 
(A P ) — 
Biologists at the University of 
Colorado believe they've dis­ 
covered sn all-female race of 
lizards. 
And to prove they're right, 
they've set about trying to 
breed about 70 of the girl lizards 
without the aid of any boy 
lizards. 
The process of living things 
breeding without the use of any 
male is known ss parthenogene­ 
sis. It does happen occasionally 
in nature, but mostly among 
lower forms of life such as 
wasps, bees and aphids. 
Among vertebrate animals it 
Is practically unknown. 
Prof. T. Paul Maslin, curator 
of herpetology st the univer­ 
sity's museum, stumbled on his 
current experiments by acci­ 
dent 
He and several other biolo­ 
gists had gone to Cozumel Is­ 
land elf Mexico’s Yucatan penin­ 
sula in 1959 to collect lizard* 
for osteological studies. 
When he returned to the uni­ 
versity Maslin found, upon dis­ 
section, that all 76 of one kind 
of his lisrds, members of the 
genus Cnemidophorus, were fe­ 
males. 
“ At 
first 
we 
thou#! 
we’d 
Just gotten all females by acci­ 
dent,” Maslin says, “ but sever­ 
al other trips to Mexico proved 
that att the lizards we could col­ 
lect were still females.” 
Later field trips showed that 
similar lizards were also to be 
found 
in 
the 
southwestern 
United States. 
“ You ctn imagine our red 
laces,” Maslin says, “ when we 
realized we had these lizards 
growing in our own back yards. 
PBW HATCH IN LAB 


Despite months af experimen­ 
tation, however, Maslin and his 
ooworkers are still having dif­ 
ficulty hatching baby lizards in 
their laboratory. 
They have hatched about 30 
lo far, but these represent six 
species and Maslin says statis­ 
tically this isnt enough. 
“ We think one of the reasons 
we're having so much trouble is 
that the humidity setup in the 
lab isn’t quite right,” says Lou 
Penstock, a graduate student 
who is assisting Maslin in the 
study. 
“ But,” he adds, “ we still 
don't know why.” 
Maslin explains that in their 
natural habitat — arid semi 
lesert climates — the lizards 
lay eggs and bury them be­ 
leapt about IS inches of sand 
sr soil 
BU RY BOOS 


His tiny — about four-inch — 
lizards lay their eggs during 
late June and Ju ly, several 
months before they go into hi­ 
bernation for the winter. The 
eggs are about a half inch in 
diameter. 
Each 
lizard 
lays 
three to four eggs. 
The eggs hatch by themselves 
in about two months. Maslin be­ 
lieves the eggs are capable of 
drawing for nourishment what 
little moisture there is in the 
desert soil, thus enabling them 
lie remain damp during develop­ 
ment. 
Maslin has tried to collect 
eggs in the fields where lizards 
lay them. “ The difficulty is lo­ 
cating the eggs in large mini 
hers and getting them into a 
warm, moist atmosphere before 
they dry out,” be says. 
Just in esse any of the lizards 
kept in terrariums in Maslin’s 
laboratory should decide to lay 
aome eggs, be and his assistants 


roll to the rear into a wad of 
damp paper. A lab worker re­ 
moves the eggs and pisces them 
into a plastic sack containing 
some damp cellulose in hopes 
the eggs w ill hatch. 
S IV B BAL ITBM S TO STUDY 
Once Maslin determines that 
the female Bsards really breed 
by themselves, he has several 
other studies he wants to com­ 
plete. 
The most important, he says, 
is quite obviously, how they do 
it 
By incubating the lizard eggs 
and raising the young, Maslin 
hopes to be able to study the 
embryology of the lizards — 
changes that take place during 
their development. 
Future studies will also con­ 
cern heredity. If there is no 
male element, he explains, then 
the daughter should be exactly 
like the mother. Studies here 
w ill include analyses of chromo­ 
somes — bits of living material 
that carry the genes which de­ 
termine heredity. 
STUDIES HABITS 
Maslin also wants to find out 
why tho lizards are partheno­ 
genic. One possibility, he says, 
is that by having no males, 
their strain is kept completely 
pure and well suited to their 
habitat 
What effects w ill environmen­ 
tal changes have on the lizards? 
W ill temperature and humidity 
changes also change their sex 
habits? Colon? Shapes? 
Maslin 
plans 
to 
introduce 
changes into their environment. 
He also may try to induce par­ 
thenogenesis in other species of 
lizards. 
Or, conversely, says Maslin, 
we may try to introduce simi­ 
lar male lizards into the all-fe­ 
male family and see what de­ 
velops.” 
But Maslin's main immediate 
problem is how to get the lizards 
to lay eggs and have them hatch 
in the laboratory to prove con­ 
clusively that there is indeed a 
maleness race.

NEW YORK (AP)—Dynamite 
is being blamed for foe embar­ 
rassing and costly disintegra­ 
tion of nylon stockings that baa 
been plaguing women and girls 
here off and on for IO years. 
Investigators were baffled un­ 
til staff members of foe City 
Air Pollution Control Depart­ 
ment came up with this ex­ 
planation: 
An inspector, hearing blasting 
at a building site in the finan­ 
cial district of downtown Man­ 
hattan, acted on a hunch. He 
made a test and—foe depart­ 
ment believes—a major discov­ 
ery. 
RELEASES OXIDES 
He reported that exploded 
dynamite had released nitrogen 
oxides under conditions most 
conducive for shredding nylon. 
There was an atmospheric in­ 
version through which cold air 
above held warm air close to 
the ground. Humidity was high. 
Dust content in foe air wa* 
heavy. 
All foe factors combined to 
produce nitric acid droplets, 
which feed on nylon. Theee 
droplets ate up stockings. 
Arthur J. Benline, air pollu­ 
tion control commissioner, is­ 
sued new regulations prohibit­ 
ing blasting when nylon-destroy­ 
ing conditions prevail. Ha said 
he would ask foe Fire Depart­ 
ment to cooperate, because that 
department issues blasting 
raits.

N.H. (AP) - The 
Greeks invented it. The Pilgrim 
fathers perfected it. New Eng­ 
landers still cherish it as the 
last undiminished, untarnished 
example of pure democracy in 
action.

VETERAN MODERATOR

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Supreme Court has gone further 
than it ever has in protecting 
press freedom to criticize the 
government. But it took 700 
years of American-British his­ 
tory to reach this point. 
In a unanimous decision Mon­ 
day the nine justices said: 
Citizens and newspapers don’t 
lave to fear damages for libel 
in criticizing public officials’ of­ 
ficial conduct, even though the 
criticism is untrue, unless ac­ 
tual malice can be proved. And 
that takes some proving. 
Nevertheless 
that 
attached 
condition—liability for damages 
if actual malice is proved— 
stops short of giving the press 
blank check. It stopped too 
short for three justices: Arthur 
Goldberg, Hugo Black and 
William O. Douglas. 
MUST PROVE MALICE 
They would have gone all the 
way and given newspapers an 
absolute privilege in criticizing 
public officials. This was the 
thinking 
behind 
the 
decision 
which was written for all nine 
by Justice William J. Brennan. 
So long as a newspaper has 
to fear a damage suit, because 
something it says may be in er­ 
ror, it is discouraged from free­ 
ly exercising its right under the 
Constitution to criticize the gov­ 
ernment. 
Therefore, truth no longer has 
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to be proved, only malice does. 
The press rot to this point 
over a tortured road going back 
to the 13th century in Britain 
when freedom was the special 
privilege of kings and the ex­ 
cuse for suppressing any criti­ 
cism was the need to preserve 
government. 
STIFF RESTRICTION 
Any critic of the king could 
be jailed, branded, tortured, or 
executed. 
Gradually, 
as 
the 
British people inched toward 
freedom, came censorship and 
near the end of the 16th century 
a licensing system was devised. 
This was a stiff restriction. No 
book could be published without 
a license. Even by the middle 
of the 17th century the number 
of presses and printers was lim­ 
ited. It was a crime even to 
criticize a magistrate. 
There was an excuse for this, 
too: to prevent the public from 
getting the impression the king’s 
servants were corrupt. After li­ 
censing was abandoned a re­ 
striction was used: a tax on 
printing. 
LOTS OF PANIC 
This was to gag the press and 
ruin small papers. Eventually, 
the truth of a criticism became 
a sufficient defense. The British 
didn’t reach that point until the 
middle of the last century. 
The United States reached it 
earlier but only aftei a lot of 
pain. The British colonial gover­ 
nors carried Britain's press re­ 
strictions with them here. The 
colonies went through the same 
routine: licensing, censorship. 
The governor’s grip was so 
tight a colony might have only 
one newspaper or none. 
Even with the framers of the 
American Constitution, what we 
now call the Bill of Rights—the 


first IO amendments guarantee­ 
ing, among other things, free­ 
dom of speech and press—was 
an afterthought. 
TRUTH BECAME DEFENSE 
It wasn’t even discussed unti. 
the 
constitutional 
conventior 
was almost over. Then, after 
the states approved the Consti 
tution, the Bill of Rights wai 
added. Even here the bitter lea 
sons were learned the hard way 
In 1798 the new American gov 
eminent ignored the 
Bill oi 
Rights when Congress approvec 
the Alien and Sedition Acts. On* 
of them made it a crime to pub 
bsh “false, scandalous or mali 
cious material’* against the gov 
eminent. 
Although those acts only last 
ed until 1801, IO persons wen 
convicted under them 
Fronr 
then on truth became a defense 
But through the years the Su 
preme Court see sawed on press 
freedom, always holding to re 
strain ta. 
This 
week's 
decision 
was 
truly a landmark because now 
the American press has less re 
striction than ever in criticizing 
government officials. This ap 
plies, of course, only to their 
official acts, not their private 
ones.

THIRST POR KNOWLEDGE 
Universities Under Pressure Everywhere 
England, Prance Have Their Troubles 


By JIM DAN HILL 
THI RISING DEMAND for 
higher education is not restrict­ 
ed to America. It is world wide. 
Moreover, the higher education 
demands are running ahead of 
post war birthrate ratioa. 
In some countries where there 
hat been little or no post war 
birthrate increase, 
the higher 
education crisis is often more 
acute than it now is within the 
United States. 
In England, there was a slight 
upturn in the birthrate curve 
about 1950. There baa also been 
a slight upward trend since 
I960, but English educators con­ 
sider them negligible factors In 
their current educational prob­ 
lems. 
And the English people do in­ 


deed have many educational 
problems. Most of them are at 
levels beyond what we would 
call the Ninth Grade. They are 
most difficult through the col­ 
lege and university levels. 
In their customarily patient 
manner, the English are doing 
something about it. They would 
be the last to admit it, but some 
of their new ideas and most re­ 
cent trends appear to be re­ 
markably American in scope 
and practice, but always with 
strange terminology. For ex­ 
ample, the sectioning of pupils 
and students according to learn­ 
ing abilities is called "stream­ 
ing.” 


IN PARIS, for centuries the 
cultural capital of Western civ!- 
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Bastion, the picture is most ug­ 
ly. 
France, like 
England, has 
about 20 universities. Most of 
them have historic origins and 
are steeped in traditional prac­ 
tices. These, combined with re­ 
luctance to pay the price of 
progress, 
appear to be 
the 
source of French troubles. 
Since 1946, the population of 
France is up; 46 million now 
compared with 40 then. It is due 
almost exclusively to lower an­ 
nual death rates and aomewhat 
higher birth rates. In any event, 
the problems of French univer­ 
sities in general, and of Paris 
in particular, can hardly be 
blamed upon a; mass of pupils 
who have not yet reached col­ 
lege and university ages. 
Today there are only 300,000 
students enrolled in the 19 uni­ 
versities of France — not an 
impressive ratio with reference 
to population. 
But it so happens that France 
has so neglected the provincial 
universities that nearly half of 
the 300,000 French u n i v e r ­ 
sity students are crammed in­ 
to the University of Paris; 
which, in turn, is centered up­ 
on the hide-bound, tradition rid­ 
den and undernourished Sor- 
bonne. This ancient center was 
chartered in 1252 by a French 
queen whlie the king was ab­ 
sent on a crusade to free the 
Holy Land. 
It la a safe bet that one or 
more basic provisions of that 
original, antiquated, royal au­ 
thorization are still operative. 
The French are an enthusiastic 
people for revolutions at the 
top. They are most reluctant 
toward drastic changes at the 
bottom. 


STUDENTS in Paris, howev­ 
er, are not organizing and strik­ 
ing against historic provisions 
and outmoded practices nearly 
so much as they are outraged 
by the waste of their time and 
money through the utter lack 
of library and laboratory facil­ 
ities. There is also the non­ 
availability of competent teach­ 
ers in sufficient numbers to of­ 
fer real instruction. 
Individual 
reading 
and 
at­ 
tendance at lectures are pret­ 
ty much the sources of all Sor- 
bonne knowledge. Only the elite 
get much laboratory experience 
where some personal attention 
is necessarily given the student. 
Progress toward degrees for 
everyone it a series of hurdles 
in the form of exhaustive and 
exhausting examinations. 
Students never have opportu­ 
nity to question a professor for 
clarification or for suggestions 
as to further readings on some 
aspect of a lecture. How could 
such be possible where the larg­ 
es* lecture hall of 2,500 seats 
has standing room only for such 
of the 4,000 enrolled for the 
course as may arrive early 
enough to find standing room. 
A 
good 
correspondence 
course, backed up by adequate 
library facilities, would get the 
job done better. But correspond­ 
ence courses are not always the 
cheapest. There are limits as 
to the number of students one 
teacher can handle in that man­ 
ner. 
But in Europe generally and 
in France in particular there is 
a reluctance to pay the price 
of higher education in either 
the one form or the other. This 
condition is back of the recent 
Parisian students that required 


4,500 policemen to quell. There 
was the normal score of bruises 
and abrasions.

EDUCATION 
en­ 
rollments in the United States 
are likewise running well ahead 
of the birth rate wave, though 
this fact is too seldom recog­ 
nized.

With such thirst for knowl­ 
edge in these older nations, one 
may well imagine the demands 
in the emergent nations where

NEW YORK (AP) - For all 
you know the pleasant sales 
clerk who helped you select

gloves to match your suit is a 
counter spy. Some of the clerks 
are. 
She 
is not watching 
you, 
though. The department store 
detectives are probably doing 
that 
She may be adding up evi­ 
dence against a slippery fin­ 
gered coworker with whom she 
lunches daily in the employe 
cafeteria. 
Or she may squeal soon on 
the handsome buyer in infants- 
wear with whom she flirts out­ 
rageously. 
For she, with the fake name 
and the phony background, is 
one of dozens of undercover 
operators provided by a short­ 
age controls company here. 
Chic, personable, and know­ 
ledgeable about nearly all as­ 
pects of retailing, these lady 
agents specialize in ferreting 
out personnel who in one way or 
another pocket die store’s prof­ 
its.

Although the teen-age crowd 
works cheaper, says tall, shape­ 
ly blonde Miss X, their fingers 
are stickier than their seasoned 
God - and - detective • fearing sen­ 
iors.

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China, colored eggs were given to 
friends as gifts. In Persia, trav­ 
elers gave dyed eggs as pres­ 
ents to everyone they met, friend 
or stranger. 
In this country, colored eggs 
are still important at Easter. Egg 
coloring is a family activity in 
many homes. If you plan to color 
eggs for Easter use eggs with 
white shells. They take dyes bet­ 
ter than brown shells do. 
Color of the shell bas nothing 
to do with the nutritive value of 
an egg. Whether shells are white 
or brown, eggs are a valuable 
source of protein, vitamin A, and 
iron. It's good practice for each 
family member to have an egg 
a day or at least three to five 
eggs a week. 
When shopping for eggs, buy 
only those that have been refrig­ 
erated. As soon as you get eggs 
home, put them in a covered con­ 
tainer in the refrigerator. Store 
eggs with the large end up and 
be sure to keep them away from 
foods with strong odors.

Texas Bridge Is 
Wired For Sound 


WASHINGTON (AP) — A 
Texas highway bridge has been 
wired for sound in an experi­ 
ment that may influence the 
construction of an estimated 
28,000 bridges yet to be built on 
the 41,000-mile-long Interstate 
Highway System. 
More than IOO electronic sen­ 
sors have been embedded in the 
experimental bridge to meas­ 
ure the stress and strains set 
up by the thousands of trucks 
and automobiles that will roll 
over it. The Hillsboro, Tex., 
bridge 
is 
a 
new 
design 
structured wholly of reinforced 
concrete. Crucial to its success 
are 
h i g h-strength reinforcing 
bars that sinew the concrete. 
Robert F. Baker, director of 
research of the U.S. Bureau of 
Public Roads, said that the high- 
strength steel reinforcing bars 
used in the bridge deliver great­ 
er strength per pound of metal, 
thereby reducing the amount of 
steel required by 30 per cent. 
He said if the experimental de­ 
sign proves successful, it will 
enable the government to save 
an estimated IO per cent in 
bridge construction throughout 
the country.

He and his associates, Rich­ 
ard Aulerich, Robert Ringer 
Gordon Sbelts, all of MSU, 
measured relative friendliness 
by counting the bito marks in 
the pelts.

drugged animals to compari­ 
son to a normally fed control 
group. But they still were un­ 
satisfied because even a few 
marks reduce a pelt’s value. 
Another experiment was tried, 
using higher dosages of reser­ 
pine, but some bite marks still 
were found and several animals 
died when fed too much of the 
drug. 
SUBSTANTIAL SAVINGS 
Schaible believes that sue 
cessful colonization may still be 
achieved, perhaps by using an 
optimum amount of reserpine 
The savings for the rancher 
would be substantial, because 
he now must buy and keep up 
individual cages for the animals 
and must dole out the food cage 
by cage. 
A second benefit discovered 
during the tranquilizing expert 
ment was that drugged minks 
require less food to maintain 
normal weight b e c a u s e they 
burn less energy. 
The use of reserpine alto 


proved helpful during the mat­ 
ing period, because about 20 per 
cent of all female minks are 
snappy with males and can pre­ 
vent all but the most experi­ 
enced from mating. 
One time-consuming method 
ranchers use to solve the prob­ 
lem is to tie the mouths of the 
females. Results was a limited 
number of animals tested so 
far indicate that drugs may al­ 
low the elimination af the prac­ 
tice. 
USED ARTIFICIAL LIGHTS 
The drugs were discarded, 
however, 
when 
the research 
team, Joined by Larry Holcomb, 
also of MSU, went to work on 
the mating cycle. 
The normal breeding time for 
minks is about March IO. They 
usually whelp around May I. 
The researchers, working on the 
theory that the length of the day 
controls hormones that bring 
the females into heat, began im 
provising with daylight. 
On Dec. 21, 1961, the females 
were subjected to a Jan. 21 day, 
with outdoor Christmas tree 
lights installed on each cage to 
provide the additional light. 
SAVIS YOUNG 
On February IO, one month 
early, most of the females were 
ready for mating. They dropped 
their young around April I in 


stead of May L 
The advantage is that none 
of the young, which weigh only 
8 to IO grams at birth, died of 
exposure. 
Many

plains, 
a mother mink will 
leave some of her young out­ 
side during a warm May day, 
only to have them freeze over­ 
night. In April, however, the 
days usually are cold and the 
mother keeps her young close 
by in the nest, thus preventing 
freezing. 
The researchers now are ex­ 
perimenting with shorter days, 
keeping a group of females in 
a house where the length of the 
“daylight” is one month short­ 
er than usual. 
WOULD CUT FOOD COSTS 
Feed costs could be trimmed 
if the experiment is successful, 
Schaible says, explaining 
Minks normally mature by 
September 15, then must be fed 
and cared for while their coats 
prime (take on luster) until ap­ 
proximately the first of Decem­ 
ber, when they are killed. 
If the experiment works, how­ 
ever, the minks will prime as 
they mature, eliminating one 
month of feeding.

Missouri Farmers Ship Tons 
O f Charcoal To City Gourmets 


■y G EN ! AYRES 
JEFFERSON 
CITY, 
Mo. 
(AP) — Far from poolside 
grills and striped umbrellas, 
Missouri hill farmers who nev- 
ar charcoal-broiled a steak in 
I their lives are jingling the coins 
hi their overall pockets and 
hoping the city slickers continue 
the outdoor buffet boom. 
More than 85,000 tons of the 
carbonized hardwood — about 
a fifth of the nation’s total and 
the most from any state —come 
from Missouri hickory and oak 
forests yearly. 
That’s 
enough, 
allowing 
a 
pound of charcoal to cook a 
pound of meat, to broil all the 
porterhouse, T-bone and sirloin 
steaks from a herd of 1.5 mil­ 
lion 1,000-pound steers. 
These figures are the latest 
available from the U.S. Forest 
Service and probably lag a 
year. The hill man does not 
- rush to the government with 
up-to-date bulletins on his ac 
tivities. 
CHARCOAL 
KILNS 
But state foresters believe the 
400 charcoal cooking kilns of 
ISSI probably have increased 
to about 600 now. Production 
, has trebled in the last five 
years. 
Profitable charcoaling needs 
cheap wood, cheap labor and 
native ingenuity. All abound in 
the Missouri Oxarks. 
A farmer has a stand of other­ 
wise worthless 
blackjack 
or 
scrub oak which he would like 
cleared for farming. He may let 
woodcutters come in and clear 
It for about 50 cents a cord or 
he may cut and deliver it to the 
kilns himself for about $7.50 a 
ccid. 
The gentleman in the “Genius 
At Work" apron asks “What is 
a cord?’* 
SIZE OR CORD 
It's the amount of wood con 
I tained in an eight-foot long, 
four-foot high stack of four-foot 
logs. 
A cord of good, heavy Mis­ 
souri wood will produce about 


900 pounds of charcoal after it 
is stacked in a loaf-shaped Oz 
ark kiln, burned under reduced 
oxygen for about a week, and 
allowed to cool another week be­ 
fore the doors are opened. 
Missourians 
rejected 
the 
round kilns used in the East 
and concocted their own rec 
tangular version in concrete. 
Each can take a charge of up 
to 70 to 80 cords of wood. 
Some kiln operators have put 
heat measuring devices in their 
ovens but many play it by ear. 
While the wood is cooking, the 
skilled kiln man is busy with 
dampers and trapdoors to regu 
late air flow and speed up or 
slow burning in various spots 
throughout the kiln. 
“The old boys could throw a 
cup of water on the door and 
tell how hot it was," said John 
Wylie, assistant state forester 
“Half of ’em just spit on it.” 
Naturally each k i l n man 
thinks his method is best and 
onlookers are not welcomed. 
“You’d think they were Cape 
Kennedy,” Wylie said. 
“I’ve 
been run out of the yards of lots 
of these people.” 
That master of marinade, the 
finicky charcoal chef, will purse 
his lips and declare that nothing 
but charcoal in pure chunk 
form will ever soil his grill. 
But 70 per cent of charcoal 
consumed in America is in the 
form of briquettes, 
easy 
to 
handle little fuel nuggets. 
At Belle, Mo., the Kingsford 
plant may be the largest bri­ 
quette 
manufacturer 
in 
the 
world. The Kingsford people are 
closemouthed, too, but state for­ 
esters estimate the plant’s ca­ 
pacity at about 150 tons of bri­ 
quettes a day. 
They buy the raw charcoal, 
grind it, mix it with a little 
water and corn starch to make 
it stick together, then run the 
mixture 
through 
machines 
which mold it into nugget form.

Dr. W a l t e r X. Lehmann, of 
Wi l t on, says especially tragic 
is the fact that parents are leav­ 
ing the sex education of their 
children to others, and it is time 
they took back their rights for 
their own good. He elaborates: 
"They must communicate the 
proper attitudes concerning sex 
to their children from an early 
age. It can't be done overnight. 
Young people must be taught 
that sex is a God-created good 
thing, know it is normal to have 
desires, and that they are only 
complete individuals when they 
learn to control these desires. 
Then they can survive more 
easily without the extra emo­ 
tional strain that problems con­ 
nected with sex produce.” 
NEID TO NOW LOVED 
Dr. Lehmann, a pediatrician 
for 12 years, i s ,one of many 
doctors now working earnestly 
in Fairfield County in view of 
a situation which he thinks is 
worsening. He says this includes 
excessive teen-age drinking, sex

experimentation, failure to func­ 
tion properly in school, strained 
relations at home, steady dat­ 
ing, high school Copout and 
early marriages.

An this love can’t be sloughed off 
with gifts or a charge account.

points out. They must have a 
set of moral standards, a faith 
to live by. 
‘Young people m u s t grow 
emotionally and spiritually as 
well as intellectually and phys- 
cally. 
When 
youngsters 
get 
sack on their feet I always ask 
them what most of all helped 
them back. Two constant facts 
emerge: They have found a re­ 
sponsible adult that they trust, 
admire and want to be like, and 
have attained a good relation­ 
ship with God,” he says. 
Parents should be able to sup- 
>ly both these needs, he says, 
>ut they are afraid to trust 
their own good judgment 
"They are beset on all sides 
by conflicting information. They 
read too many articles by so­ 
called authorities, and hence 
are afraid to reply on their 
own common sense.” 
Modern parents are too eager 
to grow socially and sweep 
their children into an unreal 
atmosphere without instilling in 
them basic attitudes of honesty, 
oyalty, generosity, truth and 
self control, he says.

He and his German-born wife, 
Zige, live at Toulaire, France, 
near the air force base, with 
their two children, a son, IO, 
and a daughter, 3. 
His father, Abraham, is em­ 
ployed as a technician at the 
Philadelphia Naval Yard.
